OVIRHODULATION INDICATOR 
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The overmodulation indicator shown above has been used in my rigs for the 
past six years, This circuit will work with any hom rig up to a kilowatt 
without any changes, The ncon lemp flashes on all negative pecks of modulation 
of 100% or grestor, That is i+ will glow anytime the instantaneous B to the 
plates of the final amplifier are at zero or in a negative direction with 
respect to ground, 


There are two pirts in the unit that are critical, They are thé tube socket 
of the 1B3 which mst be a high quality ccramic material and the 2,5 VeheCo 
winding of the filement transformer must be well insulated to avoid arcing 
to ground, This circuit con be mocnted in the rig or constructed in a mini- 
box, 


The adjustmert of the indicctor is very simple, Before pin 2 of the 133 
socket is connected to the rig, short it to ground, Apply the B ‘to R3. and 
adjust the pot. Rj to the point where the NE51 just about glows, Then remeve 
the short to ground at pin 2 of the 183 and connect it to the transmitter 
as shown,
